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Spanking a touchy issue

BYU professors and local parents 
tend to agree with the recent advice 
from experts who say a good, old- 


fashioned spanking is no longer an. 
approved forme-of punishment: for 


children. 

“Why would you ever want to spank 
a child?” asked Janelle Lysenko, head 
teacher of the BYU pre-school in the 
Family Science Early Childhood 
Department. “To me, it’s like saying 
‘I’m the big guy, do what I say or I’m 


’ going to make you very uncomfort- 


able.’” 

The Associated Press reported this 
week that studies showed spanking 
promotes aggressive behavior, ham- 
pers development or moral reasoning, 
reduces self-esteem and makes chil- 
dren depressed. 

Lysenko agrees. “Every disruption 
involves a message saying that child 
has a need that we haven’t provided 
for them.” The best way to handle a 
disruptive child is to ask why the 
child is acting the way he or she is, 
she said. 

Christa Bray, owner of Kid’s Corral 
Day-care in south Provo, said the first 
thing they look for in a disruptive 
child is the external circumstances. 

“A lot of times there are external 
circumstances going on that are caus- 
ing the child to act in a negative 
way,’ she said. 


In the most recent reports from the 
Associated Press, a survey suggests 
that despite such expert advice, many 
mothers believe spanking is a good 
way to discipline young children. 

Paul Robinson, BYU professor of 
psychology, addresses all possible 

+parenting punishments: in-his.parent- 
ing class. 

“There is great diversity in attitudes 
toward spanking,” he said. 

Although experts have not reached a 
consensus on whether spanking is 
effective or not, Robinson mentioned 
a book that suggests it can be effec- 
tive when properly done. 

As a father, Robinson said he has 
spanked his children, but can count 
the number of times on one-hand. 
Health professionals too quickly dis- 
count using any form of corporal pun- 
ishment like spanking, he said. 

“Spanking is not the worst form of 
punishment,” he said. “Words could 
hurt more than a 2x4, and you can 
never take words back.” ; 

Spanking mixed with the idea that 
there is a positive way to work can be 
beneficial, he said.

Californian rainstorms causé 8 deaths

MALIBU, Calif. — More than a 
week of rain left Southern California 
roads under/a foot or more of murky 
water Wednesday, opened huge sink- 
holes in freeways and brought pro- 
duction of some of TV’s glamour 
shows to a halt. 

Eight deaths statewide have been 
blamed on nine days of storms that 
have dropped more than a foot of rain 
in some areas, caused up to $25 mil- 
lion in damage and forced the evacua- 
tion of thousands of people from 


north of San Francisco to Southern 


California. 

Emergency crews and homeowners 
used a brief respite in the weather to 
clear muck and debris, fortify sand- 
bag barriers and fill sinkholes. But 
more rain was expected late 
Wednesday and Thursday, and fore- 
casters said a stronger storm was off 
the coast, poised to strike over the 
weekend. 

“We love this house and we love 
this city, but today I’ve got to tell 
you, we hate this rain,” said Deedee 
Gene of Altadena, 10 miles northeast 
of Los Angeles. 


She kept a wary eye on the soaked 
150-foot hillside above her backyard, 
where she and her husband had dug a 
trench and laid pipe to divert water 
running toward their yard. 

President Clinton, who declared 24 
California counties disaster areas, was 
scheduled to visit on Monday anyway 
to commemorate the first anniversary 
of the Jan. 17 Los Angeles earth- 
quake. 

“You are a people who come togeth- 
er in times of crisis,” Clinton said in 
Washington. “The American people 
are with you.” 

The weather created havoc in free- 
way-dependent Southern California as 
motorists tried-to navigate rogds with 
pools of water up to their car dbors. 

A sewer line collapsed in Industry, 
22 miles east of downtown Los 


Angeles, creating a large sinkhole that’ 


swallowed a car. 

Neighbors lowered a ladder into the 
hole and the driver escaped with 
minor injuries. Other sinkholes were 
reported throughout Los Angeles 
County. 
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Former Housing Secretary not prosecuted 


WASHINGTON — Former Housing Secretary Samuel Pierce admitted his 
conduct allowed aides to steer federal aid illegally to friends and political allies 
in the 1980s. But an independent counsel won’t prosecute him because he is old 
and ill, lacked clear criminal intent and didn’t profit. 

Independent Counsel Arlin Adams released a two-page statement Wednesday 
provided by Pierce. 

“I realize that my own conduct contributed to an environment in which these 
events could occur,” Pierce wrote. “I must ... take the blame for ... problems” at 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development. 

In the statement dated Dec. 15, Pierce acknowledged his meetings with 
friends who were lobbying for federal housing funds “sent signals to my staff 
that such persons should receive assistance.” These friends included former 
Interior Secretary James G. Watt and former Ambassador Gerald Carmen. 

Pierce also acknowledged he misled a House subcommittee that investigated 
HUD in 1989-90 before Adams, a Republican and former federal judge from 
Philadelphia, was appointed by a three-judge panel. 


U.S., Japan finish talks on N. Korea, trade 


WASHINGTON — Concluding a Wednesday summit, President Clinton and 
Japanese Prime Minister Tomiichi Murayama found common ground on the 
United States’ agreement to supply two light-water nuclear reactors to North 
Korea, but they played down the widening trade imbalance between the two 
countries. 

During their joint news conference, Clinton noted that the often-stormy 
framework negotiations to open Japan’s markets had produced several agree- 
ments since October in the areas of government procurement, flat glass, insur- 
ance and — just this week — in financial services. 

“But further progress must be made, especially in the area of autos and auto 
parts, which make up the bulk of our trade deficit with Japan,” Clinton said. 
“We must redouble our efforts to assure further progress.” 


Wolves returned to Yellowstone after 60 years 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL PARK, Wyo. — The gray wolf, once reviled as 
a Gattle-killer, headed Wednesday to a hero’s welcome at America’s oldest nation- 
al park, where the predators were wiped out 60 years ago. 

Eight wolves captured in Canada were being flown to Montana and then trucked 
to: Yellowstone on Wednesday, the culmination of a wolf-restoration project 21 
years in the planning. Another shipment of five wolves was heading to central 
Idaho. Biologists plan to release the wolves at both spots on Thursday. 

“There have been a lot of people involved in this project for a long time. We’re 
allexcited that it’s happening, finally,” said Cheryl Matthews, park spokeswoman. 

The releases are the first of 30 wolves headed south this winter, 15 to each area. 
Biologists plan to release 30 a year for the next five years, hoping to build breed- 
ing populations of about 100 wolves each in Yellowstone and Idaho by the year 
2002. 


30 charged after raid on suspected SLC gangs 


SALT LAKE CITY — More than two dozen suspected gang members and 
drug dealers have been busted in a massive sting operation. 

Nearly 100 officers raided homes in the Salt Lake Valley before dawn 
Wednesday, rousing 26 persons suspected of crimes, nine of whom were juve- 
niles. ; 

Altogether, 30 suspects were charged with felonies ranging from burglary to 
drug trafficking. 

“We got a lot of bang for our buck,” said Salt Lake Metro Gang Unit Lt. Scott 
Atkinson. “We’ve identified new gang members and taken some of the major 
players off the street.” 

Wednesday’s arrests conclude a six-month sting operation directed by the Salt 
Lake Metro Gang Unit, which began last June when undercover officers began 
infiltrating local gangs by setting up a pseudo gang, called CSG, which stands 
for Cholo Style Gang or Cops Stopping Gangs. 

Midvale gang detective Tony Mason posed as a motorcycle gang member 
interested in buying drugs and’stolen property. fr

A couple is more likely to stay 
together after they have a child, 
according to BYU sociology profes- 
sor Tim Heaton. With two children, 
they are more likely to stay together 
than with one, and parents of three to 
four children are even more likely to 
stay together. 

With more than four children, the 
probability of divorce increases 
slightly, but is still less than couples 
with only one child or no children. 
Divorce rates also increase as children 
grow up. 

A young population may be a factor 
in a low proportion of divorces in the 
Provo/Orem area. Although divorce 
rates are higher in the first years of 
marriage and are higher in the first 
three years for Mormons than the 
average population, an older popula- 
tion will cumulatively have more 
divorced parents, Heaton said. 

A large student population may also 
be a factor, since there is correlation 
between higher levels of education 
and lasting marriages. 

Is there a down side to Utah 
County’s high marriage success rate? 

“Some people claim that emphasis 
on marriage in religious groups puts 
pressure on people to stay in mar- 
riages where they are not happy,” 
Heaton said. However, his research

“There is more stability in marriages 


’ where the husband and wife have sim- 


ilar denominations and attendance 
rates,” Heaton said. 

While controversy exists about the 
benefit of two-parent families over 
single-parent families, Holman said 
that children who come from homes 
with happy marriages tend to have 
better emotional and mental health, 
social and psychological adjustment 
and are more likely to have successful 
matriages.

The Chechen “rebels” have characterized the tens of thousands of Russian Army 
troops sent By President Boris Yeltsin to “liberate” them as “hungry dogs.” The 
Russian troops, bent on a decisive defeat of the tiny republic, have killed and 
wounded thousands of civilians during the five-week-old war. 

And this conflict could get worse before it gets better. The Chechens, though 
obviously overpowered by Russian military capacities, have declared themselves 
willing to fight until the bloody end. There’s no love lost between the Russians and 
the Chechens, and this isn’t the first time they have defied Russian dominance; 
they!broke away to support German forces during the latter half of World War II. 

What does all of this matter to the United States? Quite a bit in view of the bil- 
lions of dollars this nation has pledged to bolster Russia’s fledgling post Cold-War 
economy. Yeltsin, whose role in the Chechen war is dangerously ambiguous, 
appears to need a financial wake-up call from his biggest lender. The Clinton 
administration should make it without further delay and in no uncertain terms. 

Western leaders have become increasingly suspicious about Yeltsin’s role in and

motives for the costly conflict, perhaps unwilling to believe that the leader in 
whom they have invested so much confidence — and cash — would jeopardize his 
image by unleashing tanks and raining mortars on thousands of innocent civilians. 
Reports suggest that Yeltsin is busy trying to hide the violence he unleashed in 
Chechnya from the scrutinizing eyes of Western nations. Journalists have been 
warned to leave areas of the war zone. There have been reports of shots being fired 
at vehicles transporting news coverage teams. Footage has been confiscated by 
Russian soldiers, and a BBC news crew was arrested and detained earlier in the 
conflict. Hardly the type of “new” Russia the United States and other nations 


should rush to defend. 


Yeltsin’s apparent insistence on violence in Chechnya in the face of the enormous 
cost to his country’s shaky economy should concern Washington. Estimates place 
the cost of the war at $2 billion-$5 billion. And the war continues at a daily cost of 
$30; million. Russian economists predict that this military effort will soon destroy 
the country’ s newest budget. In short, the economic reform goals enunciated by 
Yeltsin — the magnet for foreign investments in his government — are being 


undermined by the cost of the war. 


Regardless of Yeltsin’s motivations for sending troops to Chechnya, the United 
States must make him understand that they aren’t worth the loss of the trust and 
financial backing of international community. He is betraying the trust and good- 
will of Western nations who have gone out on a limb to support his reforms — 
very generously in some cases. Washington should declare a freeze on economic 
aid or send a similar signal to alert Yeltsin that killing civilians is not a good way 
to ensure support from new and cautious allies.

Command to replenish earth 
includes environmental aims 


The gospel of Jesus Christ as restored to 
Joseph Smith contains a number of principles 
that are perhaps more applicable in our day 
than in the Prophet’s, the Word of Wisdom 
being a prominent example (revelation preced- 
ing scientific discovery). Joseph Smith is 
praised for his prophetic abilities, and the 
gospel restored to him expounds very different 
perspective on many issues than traditional 
Christianity. I believe the restored gospel is 
one of environment and 
should encourage an 
environmentally con- 
scious attitude. But this 
opinion is not shared by 
all. 

In perhaps the most important yet controver- 
sial commandments to Adam, God the Father 
urges Adam to “multiply and replenish the 
earth.” This phrase has traditionally been 
interpreted in a very narrow fashion. A foot- 
note in the LDS Bible suggests an alternate 
word for replenish: fill. This footnote has 
shaped our interpretation of the scripture to the 
point that we compress the injunction to a sin- 
gle point: multiply. We have massed the two 
words together so much that often we say 

“replenish” when we mean “multiply.” 

Joseph Smith did not replace “replenish” 
with “fill” in any of the Standard Works, 
including the Doctrine and Covenants and the 
Pearl of Great Price. This suggests that 
although “replenish” can be replaced by “fill,” 
replenish is not an incorrect translation. 
Assuming that no word in scripture is incor- 
reet or haphazard, and that more than one 
meaning may be intended, I suggest we con- 
sider a less traditional yet equally valid inter- 
pretation for * “replenish.” I suggest that we 
interpret “replenish” as making full again or 
replacing. 

These dictionary interpretations of “replen- 
ish’’ suggest that if something is taken out, it is 
then restored or replaced, thereby replenish- 
ing,'or making plentiful again, the supply of 
whatever material existed. If extrapolated to 
the environment, “replenish” means to put 
back into the environment whatever we take 
out of it. Therefore, in Mormon theology (if 
wé place emphasis on all possible interpreta- 
tions of the command) an attitude of care and 
stewardship over the earth and environment 
should not only be encouraged but becomes 
espenitial, to our character and our salvation. 

“Replenish” can also be understood in 
another less traditional sense to mean restoring 
the earth to its paradisiacal state. Adam was 
expelled from the Garden of Eden for trans- 
gression, causing a form of curse to come 
upon the earth for his sake. This meant that 
man would be forced to work the earth in 
order for it to provide for him. I-can think of 
no better way to compensate as a-race for 
Adam’s fall then by restoring the earth, as lit-

tle as we are able, to its previous glory. 
Unfortunately, those who fail to consider any 
other interpretation of “replenish” than “fill” 
begin to develop an anti-environmentalist atti- 
tude, believing that environmentalism as it 
relates to population control is a front for those 
who wish to disobey the “multiply” portion of 
God’s command. These individuals equate 
concern for population levels with advocacy of 
abortion and criticize worldwide efforts to 
educate people about 
reproduction. Abortion 
is only one method to 
control birth rates. Birth 
control assumes many 
forms, including educa- 
tion, birth control medication, prophylactic 
devices and family planning. While many hon- 
est people do not advocate abortion, they 
actively engage in some form of birth control.

A good example where a citizen is denied 
liberty is when he is charged and found guilty 
of a crime by the court of competent jurisdic- 
tion; i.e. drug trafficking and conspiracy. 

It is obvious under this example that the citi- 
zen will not be free to leave his prison cell 
until after the judgment is satisfied. Further, 
the citizen is deprived of the right to vote dur- 
ing national or local elections, etc. 

Mr. Russo also mentioned that last year 
250,000 Americans had property seized by the 
federal government without trial.

monoxide exposure and works to keep 
its tenants safe. 

“Carbon monoxide can be a serious 
problem because it is not something you 
can smell, and it can kill you,” he said. 
“We try to have furnaces checked every 
winter and change filters regularly.” 

According to information from First 
Alert; makers of a carbon monoxide 
detector, carbon monoxide is produced 
by. any appliance or heating device that 
runs On a combustible fuel like natural 
gas, oil, kerosene, wood or charcoal. 

Because heating appliances are a pri- 
mary. source for carbon monoxide, 
many carbon monoxide poisonings 
occur in the winter. 

Jeff Tanner, maintenance manager at 
Liberty Square, said carbon monoxide 
has not been a problem at Liberty 
Square because only 28 apartments at 
Liberty Square use natural gas and they 
are monitored for any signs, 

“Most of our apartments are complete- 
ly electric and don’t have any sources of 
carbon monoxide,” Tanner said. “We 
monitor the apartments that do have 
combustible heat sources and have a 
gauge to use if anyone suspects they 
have a problem,” he said. 

Students should call their managers 


anytime they suspect a carbon, monox- 
ide problem said Gaylon Smith, manag- 
ér.of Centennial Apartments. 

“Carbon monoxide is not difficult to 
detect and prevent,” he said. . 

Centennial has not had a problem with 
high levels of carbon monoxide, but 
Smith has seen older apartments in the 
area with some leakage problems. 

“We check every other year on an as- 
needed basis,” Smith said. “One thing 


that’s important is students should know - 


what to look for.” 

According to the Family Handyman 
magazine, a 10-percent carbon monox- 
ide blood level is the vital cutoff and 
anything higher indicates a level of dan- 
gerous exposure to carbon monoxide. It 
also listed the following telltale signs of 
carbon monoxide in the home: 

* Unusual or recurring illnesses. Do 
symptoms come and go? Do they wors- 
en at different times of the day? Do oth- 
ers in your home experience the same 
symptoms? Are you sick, too? Carbon 
monoxide poisoning is often mistaken 
for the flu, but when severe headaches 
and confusion accompany nausea and 
others in the home are affected, carbon 
monoxide may be the problem. 

* Persistently stale, stuffy or smelly 
air. Many times the air never clears 
when high levels of carbon monoxide 
are present. 

* Does moisture continually accumu-

This is a result of very 
high humidity, which could be a sign of 
carbon monoxide. 

* Soot accumulation around fire- 
places, furnaces or chimneys. When 
soot starts to accumulate in these areas, 
something may be blocked and there 
could be a carbon monoxide problem as 
a result. 

* A hot draft from the chimney into 
the home or no draft in the chimney at 
all. This is another sign of blockage. 

The Family Handyman also listed the 
following preventative measures that 
should be taken to ensure a home is 
safe: 

* Check the chimney every fall for 
signs of blockage, like birds’ nests. The 
chimney should also be cleaned every 
year before the start of the heating sea- 
son. 

* Make sure the water heater is prop- 
erly vented with no leakage. 

* Replace furnace air filters every 
other month. 

* Learn how to recognize a properly 
adjusted "burner flame. It should burn 
with a crisp, blue flame, and if it burns 
with an orange flame it needs adjust- 
ment. Assistance should be called. 

* Have all heating appliances checked 
for proper function. This check should 
include a visual inspection of the fur- 
nace’s heat exchanger, all vents, fan and 
motor belts and fuel shut-off switch. 


SLC prepared to host Olympic

Whether Salt Lake City wins the 
2002 Olympic bid or not, Utah is 
ready to host the games seven years 
ahead of schedule, officials say. 

Besides dealing with transportation 
and environmental issues, the Salt 
Lake City Olympic Bid Committee 
has allocated the facilities necessary 
to conduct all the individual events 
which are part of the Winter 
Olympics.

Hunter. “We were rated number one 
by the International Committee Site 
Commission. They were very 
impressed.” 

Although the Salt Lake Committee 
decided in December to leave Utah 
Valley out of its Olympic bid propos- 
al, Provo has agreed to build a prac- 
tice hockey, spéed-skating and figure- 
skating ice rink if Salt Lake City wins 
the Olympic bid in June.
